Daffodils 

To  grow  daffodils  successfully  the  soil  should  be  deeply 
dug  and  well  pulverized.  If  enrichment  is  desired,  well 
rotted  compost  may  be  worked  into  the  soil  a  foot  or 
more  below  the  surface,  or  bone  meal  may  be  applied  at 
the  rate  of  4  oz.  to  the  square  yard.  Plant  the  bulbs 
three  times  their  own  depth  or  so  that  the  base  of  a  bulb 
measuring  2  inches  is  set  6  inches  below  the  surface.
